Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §102(e). Claims 30-32 

Claims 30-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Lin et al. (US 
Publication No. 2002/0058409). 

Pursuant to the declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 1.131 signed by the inventors of the 
application (attached hereto as A ppendix) , U.S. Publication Application No. 2002/0058409 to 
Lin is not a prior art reference with respect to the present application. Therefore, the rejection to 
claims 30-32 are not supported by the Lin reference and should be withdrawn.
